Her  death  was  attributed  to 
pneumonia,  apparently  contract- 
ed from  complications  of  Asian 
flu. 

Miss  Collet,  daughter  of  Mr. 
and  Mrs.  John  T.  Collet,  went 
to  classes  last  Monday  morning, 
but  after  a few  hours  called  and 
asked  her  mother  to  bring  her 
home.  She  ran  a high  faver  that 
night  and  at  10  a.m.  Tuesday 
was  taken  to  the  hospital  where 
she  died  within  four  hours. 

Dr.  Joseph  Kesler,  acting  di- 
rector of  the  Utah  State  Health 
Department,  predicts  that  the  flu 
will  linger  until  next  spring  and 
may  continue  to  plague  the  state 
for  a decade  with  the  possibility 
of  several  more  epidemics.

Sees  Gay  Side 


pletely  repentant.  I have  learned 
of  the  plight  of  the  Health  Cen- 
ter. In  fact,  I was  fortunate  even 
to  get  to  see  a doctor  when  I 
did.  Here  are  the  unsung  facts: 

The  Health  Center  is  staffed 
by  three  full-time  doctors,  and 
several  part-time  specialists,  in 
addition  to  nine  full-time  and 
two  relief  nurses.  This  staff  can 
adequately  handle  125  patients 
a day,  making  the  waiting  peri- 
od for  each  patient  no  more  than 
twenty-five  minutes.  Two  days 
ago  275  patients  registered  be- 
tween seven  in  the  morning  and 
five  that  evening.  Of  this  num- 
ber 257  were  flu  cases. 

October  Fourth  was  a record. 
On  this  day  by  eleven  at  night 
474  patients  had  registered,  an 
astronomical  number  which  the 
staff  considered  impossible  to 
accommodate.  Since  September 
26  the  daily  average  has  been 
200  patients  per  day,  making  a 
cumulative  total  of  3200,  and  of 
this  1500  have  been  flu  cases.

The  lanky,,  sinker-balling 
righthander  carved  himself  a 
piece  of  pitching  immortality  as 
he  made  Milwaukee  the  baseball 
capital  of  the  universe — for  the 
first  time  ever. 

It  was  no  wonder  then,  that 
his  deliriously  jubliant  team- 
mates mobbed  their  one-man- 
gang  at  the  conclusion,  and 
61,207  fans  at  Yankee  Stadium

These  crusading  Braves  gave 
Burdette  a four-run  margin  in 
third  inning  as  they  kayoed  Yan- 
kee starter  Don  Larsen,  the  big 
fellow  who  pitched  an  unprec- 
edented perfect  game  in  the  1956 
Series. 

Del  Crandall’s  homer  in  the 
eighth  inning  wa3  just  so  much 
window  dressing  to  this  glori- 
our  triumph,  and  the  folks  back 
home  in  the  land  of  cheese  and 
beer,  as  well  as  followers  of  this 
sport  everywhere,  will  long  re- 
member this  fellow  Burdette. 

His  third  victory  today  made 
Lew  the  first  pitcher  to  win 
three  in  one  Series  since  Harry 
Brecheen  of  the  St.  Louis  Card- 
inals turned  in  this  stellar  feat 
in  1946. 

What’s  more,  Burdette  joined 
a unique  society  of  greats  who 
pitched  two  or  more  shutouts  in 
one  world  series.  Bill  Dinneen 
of  the  Boston  Red  Sox  tossed  two 
shutouts  in  the  Series  of  1903 — 
an  eight  game  affair.  • 

And  the  great  Christy  Math- 
ewson  - pitched  three  shutouts 
as  he  led  the  New  York  Giants 
to  the  world  title  in  1905. 

Burdette,  who  beat  the  Yan- 
kees 4 to  2 in  the  second  game 
and  1 to  0 in  the  fifth  game, 
came  back  with  only  two  days 
rest  to  set  the  Yankees  down 
for  the  third  time. 

His  seven  hits,  by  coincidence 
matched  the  number  he  allowed 
the  Bombers  in  his  two  other 
starts. 

The  game-deciding  blow, 
back  there  in  the  third  inning, 
was  a two-run  double  by  Eddie 
Mathews,  which  brought  about 
Larsen’s  downfall  and  started  a 
parade  of  five  Yankee  pitchers 
who  could  not  match  the  master- 
ful Burdette  on  his  day  of  glory.
